By the »aid act the president was au- 
thorized to secure for the Unlttd States 
the property of the Panama Canal com- 
p^-iny and the perpetual control of a strip 
six miles wide across the isthmus of

It was further provided that 
"should the president be unable to ob- 
tain for the United States a Batlafactory 
title tp the property of the New Panama 
Canal company and the control of the 
neresBuvy 
territory 
of the republic of 
Colombia • • • 
within 
a 
reasonable 
time and 
upon reaaonable terms 
then 
the president'* should endeavor to pro^- 
vide for a canal by the Nicaragua route. 
The language quoted deünes with exact- 
xio^s and precision what was to be done 
and what as a matter of fact has been 
done. 
The president was authorized 
to 
go to the Nicaragua route only if within 
a reasonable time he could not obtam 
"control of the necessary territory of the 
republic of Colombia. ' This control has 
now been obtained, the provision of the 
act has been compUed with.

The president then says this act marked 
the ci;n-iax of the United States to se- 
cure a canal across the isthmus, and then 
quotes a resolution passed by congress m 
ISS», when France proposed to aid the 
French Panama company to construct

States wlU look with scrloua concern and 
disapproval upon any connection of any

On October 15 Commander Hub- 
bard of the navy notified the navy de- 
partment that, though things were quiet 
on the isthmus, a revolution had broken

Young. I saw Captain C. B. Humphrey 
and Lieutenant Oraypon 
Mallot-Provost 
Murphy, who had just returned from a 
four-months' tour through the northern 
portions 
of 
Venezuela

Colombia. 
\Vhat thoy saw In Panama so Impressed 
them that they reported thereon to Lieu- 
tenant General Toung» according to his 
memorandum: 
'•that while on the isthmus thoy bocamo 
sntisiled 
beyond 
question

owing 
largely to the dissatisfaction because of 
the failure of Colombia to ratify the Hay- 
Herran treaty» a revolutionary party waa 
In course of organlratlon. having for Its 
object the separation of the state of Pan- 
ama from Colombia, the leader being Dr. 
Rlchnrd Arango, a former governor of 
Panama; that when they were on the 
Isthmus arms and ammunition were be- 
ing smuggled into the city of Colon *n 
piano boxes, merchandlee crates, etc., the 
small arms received being prlnclpnlly the 
Gras BYench rllle. the Remington and the 
Mauhor: that nearly every citizen In Pan- 
ama had some sort of rifle or gun In his 
possession 
•with 
ammunition 
therefor; 
that In thn city of Panama there had bee« 
organized * fire brigade which was really 
intended for a revolutionary military or- 
ifanlsatlon."

In view of all these facts I directed the 
navy department 
to Issue 
instructions 
such OS would insure our having ships 
within easy reach of the Isthmus In the 
event of need arising. 
On Novi^ber J, 
when, the CcUomblan congress having ad- 
journed. it was evident that the outbreak 
was Imminent, 
and 
when 
It was 
an- 
nounced 
that both sides were 
making 
ready forces whoso meeting would mean 
bloodshed and disorder, the 
Colombian 
troops having been embarked on vessels, 
instructions were sent to the comman- 
ders of the Boston, NashvUle and Dixie: 
"Maintain free and uninterrupted transit 
and prevent landing of armed force." 


On November 3 Commander 
Hubbard 
responded, saying that before the tele- 
gram had been received 400 Colombian 
troops from Cartagena 
had 
landed 
at 
Colony that there had been no revolution 
on the Isthmus, but that 
the situation 
wae most critical If the 
revolutionary 
leadivs should act. 
On this same date 
the Associated Press In Washington re- 
ceived a bulletin stating that a revQlu- 
tlonary outbreak had occurred. 


On November 3 a dispatch was received 
saying the uprising had occurred and had 
been successful, with no bloodshed. 
The 
Colombian gunboat Bogota next day be- 
gan to shell the city of Panama, with 
the result of Ullllnff one Chinaman. 
The 
consul general was directed to notify her 
to slop firing. Mf-anwhllfti on November 
4, Commander Hubbard notified the de* 
partment that ho had landed a force to 
protect the live« and property of AmerU 
can citizens, which created sorlouH ap«. 
prehension. As Commander Hubbard re- 
ported In hif letter o€ November 5, this 
officer and his troops practically began 
war against the United States, and only 
the forbearance and coolness of our ofH- 
cers and men prevented bloodshed. 


The presldtut here quotes Commander 
Hubbard's let.ter, In which Colonel Torres 
threatened to open fire on Colon and kill 
every United States citizen In the place 
unless the Colombian generals who were 
seized at Panama were released. It was 
thf^n that 42 marines were landed from 
the Nashville a m arms distributed to the 
citizens. The marines took up their sta- 
tion in a stone building of the Panama 
Conal company, while the women 
and 
children took refuge on several steamers. 
The 
NashvUIe sleam'^d close ta 
shore 
and was ready to use small arms 
cr 
shrapnel fire. The Colombians surround- 
ed the building occupied by the marines 
and were very thr^jatenlng for an hour 
and a half, It being their Intention to 
provoke an attack. 
The marines were 
cool and steady, and no shot was fired. 
Colonel Torres then withdrew his men to 
Monkey hill and the marines were Uken 
on board' the Nashville. 


Commander 
Hubbard 
then 
makes

lengthy report on all that- occurred. ai>d 
eays marines were not landed until the 
lives of American resident» were threat^- 
#ned.

I confidently maintain that the reeoimK 
tlon of the republic of Panama was an^ 
act Justined by the Interests of collective, 
cIvUliatlon.

bo said to have received a mandate from^ 
civilisation to effect an object Ih® accom'». 
pllshment of which was domsnded in the, 
Interest of mankind tho United 
Statee, 
holds that position with renard to the 
teroceanlc canal. 
Since our purpose to^ 
build the canal was definitely annauncetfi 
there have come from all quarters assur'-. 
ancos of approval and encouragoment. 
which oven Colombia herself at one time, 
participated, and to genero» aasuraucefj 
were added specific sets and declaratli>»f,.

Invited by Colombia to do* for tho

lllzed world and of compelling the sub-, 
mission of the people of the Isthmus to, 
those whom they regarded as oppressors, 
wo shall, as in duty bound, keep the tran* 
sit open and prevent Its Invasion. 
Mean-, 
while the only Question now bef£>re UP 
that of the ratification of the treaty. For., 
it IB to bo rememhorod that a failure to, 
ratify tho treaty will not undo what 
been done, will not restore Panama to^

isthmus and to prf^ycnt any outside power, 
from menacing tlUí» tratmit.

MESSAGE ON 
PANAMA CANAL 


The President Explains and Defends 
His Course on Isthmus. 


NICARAGUA OUT OP QUESTION 


WashinRton, Jan. 5. 
W hen Congress 
reconvened President Roosevelt sent a 
nu'ssuge on the auuject of the Isthm ian 
canal. In p a rt It Is as follows: 
To the Senate and House of Représenta* 
lives: 
I luy before the* consrross for It? infor« 
million a statem ent of my action up to 
this lim« In executing' the act entitled 
“An act to provide for the construction 
of 
cano} connecting the w aters of the 
Atlantic and Pacific o ceans/' approved 
June 2S, 1902. 
By the said act the president was a u ­ 
thorized to secure for the U nlltd States 
the property of the P a n a m a Canal com-^ 
pany and the perpetual control of a strip 
■ix miles wide aci'oss the isthmus of 
Piinanuu 
It was further provided th at 
“should the prenldent be unable to ob­ 
tain for the United States a Batlsfaclory 
title tp the property of the New P anam a 
Canal company and the control of the 
neresBüvy territory of the republic of 
Colombia * ♦ • 
within 
a 
reasonable 
time and upon reasonable term s then 
the president“ should endeavor to pro»* 
vide for a canal by the N icaragua route. 
The language quoted defines with exact­ 
ness and precision w hat w as to be done 
and w hat as a m atte r of fact has been 
done. 
The president was authorized to 
go to the N icaragua route only If within 
a reasonable time he could not obtam 
“control of the necessary territory of the 
republic of Colombia. * This control has 
now been obtained, the provision of the 
act has been complied with. It is no 
longer possible under existing legislation 
to go to the N lcnragua route 
an alter­ 
native. 
The president then says this act marked 
the cUmax of the United States to se­ 
cure a canal across the isthmus, and then 
quotes a resolution passed by conjjress m 
18S9. when F ran ce proposed to aid the 
French P a n am a company to construct 
the canal. The resolution follows: 
T h a t the government of the United 
States will look w ith sorloua concern and 
disapproval upon any connection of any 
European governm ent with the construc-» 
tion or control of any ship canal across 
the isthm us of Darien or across Central 
America, and mußt roijard any such con­ 
nection ,or control as injurious to the just 
rights and interiists of the United States 
and as a menace to their welfare. 
W hen the government submitted to Co­ 
lombia 
the 
M.iy-Herran 
treaty, 
three 
thing.s v/ere therefore already settled. 
One was thfit the canal Siiould be built. 
The time for d«'lay. the time for perm it­ 
ting: the attem pt to be made by privat« 
enterprise, the. time for permitting any 
governm ent of anti-social spirit and of 
Imperfect devfHopment to bar the work 
w as paia. 
ßecond—While it was settled th a t the 
canal should be built without unneces­ 
sary or Improper delay, it was no Jess 
clearly shown to be our purpose to deal 
not merely In a spirit of justice, but. In a 
spirit 
o f 
generosity 
with 
the 
people 
through whose land we might build it. 
The H ay-H erran treaty, if it erred a t all, 
erre4 in the diroctlon of an overgeneros- 
ity tow ard the Colombian government. 
In pur anxiety to be fair we hfid gone to 
the very verge of yielding to ^ w eak n a ­ 
tion’s demands w hat th a t n.atlon was 
helplessly unable to 
enforce from 
us 
against our will. 
The only criticisms 
m ade upon the administration for the^ 
term s of the H ay-H erran treaty were for 
having granted too much for Colombia, 
not for failure to g ran t enough. Neither- 
In the congress nor in the public press, at 
the time th at this treaty was formulated, 
w as there complai.nt that It did not In the 
fulle.st and,, am plest m anner guarantee to. 
Colombia everylhi:#g th a t she could by 
any color of title demand. 
Then fojiows Colombia’s rea.sons for* 
rejecting the treaty, owing to relinquish­ 
m ent of “soverelgniiy,“ which the presi­ 
dent claims is a misrepresentation o f 
facts, as the tre aty preserved Colombia's 
sovereignty over the tract, 
I t is also 
shown 
th a t a fter 
thé revolution 
had 
taken, place Colombian officials offered to 
ratify the treaty and relinquish sover-- 
elgnty #ver the canal strip If the United 
Stated would place Colombia in control, 
of J^^anama. 
Tfiird—Finally the congres« definitely* 
settled whr*re th^ canal was to be built. 
It was provided that a treaty should be 
madi* fo r huJ'dlng the canal across the 
isthm us of Panam a, and If ft-fter a rea ­ 
sonable time it proved ImiKt^wsible to se-, 
cure Äuch treaty, th a t thet* we should gOj 
to Niçarairua. '5fhe treaty has heen made,* 
for ii,. needs n <4 argum ent to sIm>w thatj 
the kfixant of t|îe congress was tp Insure, 
a carnal acro.ss y^nam a, and th at “yThether,.

organized n fire brigade w^hlch w as really 
intended for a revolutionary military or­ 
ganisation.'* 
In view of all these facts 1 directed the 
navy departm ent to Issue Instructions 
such as would Insure our having ships 
within easy reach of th« isthm us in the 
event of need arising. 
On N ovopber I, 
when, the Colombian congress ha\Mng ad ­ 
journed, it w as evident th a t the outbreak 
was imminent, and when It was a n ­ 
nounced th a t both sides were m aking 
ready forces whoso meeting would mean 
bloodshed and disorder, the Colombian 
troops having been embarked on vessels, 
instructions were sent to the com m an­ 
ders of the Boston, Nashville and Dixie: 
“M aintain free and uninterrupted transit 
and prevent landing of armed force.“ 
On November 3 Comm ander H ubbard 
responded, saying th a t before the tele­ 
gram had been received 400 Colombian 
troops from C artagena had landed at 
Colony th a t there iiad been no revolution 
on the Isthmus, but th a t 
the situation 
w as most critical If the revolutionary 
leaders should act. 
On this same date 
the Associated Press In W ashington re­ 
ceived a bulletin slating th a t a revolu­ 
tionary outbreak had occurred. 
On November 3 a dispatch w as received 
saying the uprising had occurred and hnd 
been successful, w»lth no bloodshed. The 
Colombian gunboat Bogota next day be­ 
gan to shell the city of Panam a, with 
the result of Icllllng one Chinaman. The 
consul general was directed to notify her 
to stop firing. Mf^anwhllei on November 
4, Commander H ubbard notified the de* 
p artm ent th at ho had landed a force to 
protect the lives and property of Amerlr 
can citlsens, which .created serious ap»% 
prehension. As Com m ander H ubbard re­ 
ported In hlf letter o{ November 5, this 
officer and his troops practically began 
w ar against the United States, and only 
the forbearance and coolness of our ofll- 
cers and men prevented bloodshed. 
The presid(*nt here quotes Commander 
H ubbard’s let.ter, in which Colonel Torres 
threatened to open fire on Colon and kill 
every United States citizen In the place 
unless the Colombian generals who wore 
seized at P an am a wer« released. I t was 
thi'n th at 42 m arines were landed from 
the Nashville ai4ti arm s distributed to the 
cltlsens. The m arines took up their sta ­ 
tion in a stone building of the P an am a 
Canal company, while the women and 
children took refuge on several steamers. 
The Nashville sleam^d close to shore 
and was ready to use small arm s <r 
shrapnel fire. The Colombians surround­ 
ed the building occupied by the marines 
and were very thr<3atoning for an hour 
and a half, It being their Intention to 
provoke an attack. 
The m arines were 
cool and steady, and no shot was fired. 
Colonel Torres then w ithdrew his men to 
Monkey b ill and the marines wt^re taken 
on board* Hie Nashville. 
Comm ander H ubbard 
then 
m akes 
a 
lengthy report on all that* occurred, 
eays marines were not landed until the 
lives of American resldei^ts were threat^ 
Jtned. 
Continuing, the message says: This plaiji 
ofilclal 
account of 
tho» occurrences o t 
November i shows that; instead of there 
having been too m uch’ provision by the 
American governm ent for the m ainte­ 
nance of or<J^r and the* protection of life 
and property on the Is;thmus. the orders 
for the movement of the American war- 
lihlps had beee too long* delayed—so long, 
in fact, th a t there we#e but 42 marlm-s 
and sailors available to land end protect 
the lives of American men and women,

School Lunches 


By Emma J. Sellers 


Y children, although as healthy and strong as tho average child, 


would seem to lose their appetites when school began, and beliov- 
ing, as I do, that the lunch has something to do with a child's abil- 
ity to gain an eilucation, I have made a thorough study of it. 


First let us provide a neat, small lunch-box for cach child in 
in tho family—something they will not feel ashamed to bring out 
in full view of the teacher or their playmates. When selecting tho lunch-box, 
go to a china or notion store, and buy a small number of small cups and sau- 
cers. some tiny glass tumblers, some individual butter plates and a quantity of 
paper napkins. If you do not happen ,to have a child's set of knife, fork and 
spoon, now is tho time that you can use them to a bettor advantage than ever 
before, and they cost only a trifle. 


Now for tho lunch. 
If possible, always have some cold meat for sand- 
wiches. This can be provided for with a little forethought, and in spite of 
what the vegetarians say. they need it. Tako time to trim tho edges of the 
sandwich neatly, and whatever shape yon have them—square, oblong or tri- 
angle—make them true. It is better to make two small ones than one large one. 
Next, wo must not forgot a picklo wrapped in a bit of tissue paper, then a 
cnp of Jolly, Jam, marmalade or plain apple sauce. A cup of cold rice Is also 
delicious. Set an individual bntter plate with a little pat of butter on top of 
one cup, and two little squares of broad, to be spread •with butter while eating. 
Occasionally make a saucer pie; cut this into fourths, put one fourth in one of 
your tiny saucers, and set it on top of the other cnp. Put in a square of some 
good, plain oake. fold it in tissue paper, and lay it on top of tlie sandwiches. 


Do not forget to tuck a rosy-chocked apple in one corner of tho lunch box. 
For a change tako two tablespoonfnls of thick, sweet cream, whip it to a 
light, stiff froth, -wo^^ton 
M.'.ly, add a drop of vanilla, and yon can illl ono 
cup for the lunch box that is fit for a prince. Then there are tho fresh eggs. 
Put them to cook in cold water, lot comc to the boiling point, boil half an hour, 
and yon have something that tho most sensitive stomach can easily digest. 
That calls for a pinch of salt, done up in paper like a doctor's powder, to be 
slipped in ono side of the box. 


These suiigestiona will doubtless cause you to think of a number of other 
ittle things which may bo added to the lunch. First of all, have everything 
neat and tasty. Second, have a little dish. Jar or cnp of cach thing, and do not 
forget to always put in the knife, fork and spoon, and especially the napkin. 
Last, but by no means least, never let them know what is in the lunch bor 
antil they arc ready to eat—Woman's Home Companion.

Cy Dr. Lj'man Abbott 


HE principles which have directed and the spirit which has 
inspired our national life, that spirit, those principles, aro em- 
bodied in the three words-Liberty, EquaUty, Fraternity. 


What do these words mean? What did our fathers mean 
by them? 


By liberty they meant tho right of every man to a free 
and full development. 
Feudalism denied this.- Under the 
feudal system, he who was born a slave remained a slave; 
born a trader, ho remained a trader; born a landed proprie- 
tor, he remained a landed proprietor. In this country no man's status was to 
be fixed by his birth. 
Every man was to be free to make himself what he 
could, unhindered by the traditions of tho past. 
By equality, our fathers 
meant the equality of all men before tho law. Under the old feudal system 
there was one set of laws for the serfs, another set of laws for the proprietors 
of the serfs; one set of laws aud ono set of courts for the ecclesiastics, another 
set of laws and another set of courts for tho laity. In this new government 
there v%''ere to be no differences; the ricb, the poor, the wise, the Ignorant, the 
high, the low, were to be subjected to the same laws, and were to be brought 
before tho same tribunals. By fraternity our fathers meant a democratic ex- 
tensiqn of the old principle of noblesse oblige. Under the feudal system every 
man of the nobility counted himself under obligation to others of the nobility; 
every man oAved a duty to the neighbor In tho circle in which he moved. Under 
the new democratic system this obligation was to be universal; every man 
was to recognize in every other man a brother. Mutuality of interest, mutu- 
ality of service—this was to be the fundamental principal of-the new republic. 
Liberty—of development; Equity—before law; Fraternity-^a common fellow- 
ship binding all together"; this .was the spirit of the new country.—Review of 
Reviews.

For a change take two tablespoonfuls of thick, sweet cream, whip it to a 
light, stiff froth, <\vp''ton 
add a drop of vanilla, and you can fill one

and you have something that tho most sensitive stomach can easily digest.

HE principles which have directed and tho spirit which has 
inspired our national life, that spirit, those principles, aro em* 
bodied iu the three words—Liberty, Equality, Fraternity. 
What do these words mean? What did our fathers mean 
by them? 
By liberty they meant the right of every man to a free 
and full development. Feudalism denied this.* Under the 
feudal system, he who w^as born a slave remained a slave; 
born a trader, ho remained a trader; born a landed proprie­ 
tor, he remained a landed proprietor. In this country no man’s status was to 
be fixed by his birth. Every man was to be free to make himself what he 
could, unhindered by the traditions of the past.

shells. After that age he sheds only 
once In about two years. He is very

ASPARAGUS FOR 
SEED. 


Although it is a slower process than 
sotting the plants, 
many 
asparagus 
growers now sow the seed in beds 
wnero the plants are to stand and get 
good results. 
Tho plan of working is 
as follows: 
Trenches should be dug 
eighteen inches wide and threo feet 
deep, and in the bottom'place well 
rotted stable raainiro to the depth of 
a foot; fill in the trenches with tho 
soil, removed to within six inches of 
the surface of tho surrounding 
soil 
after thoroughly mixing such soil with 
about the came bulk of well rotted 
manure. 
Sow the seed thin in a shal- 
low trench, cover it half an inch with 
soil and press dovm 
firmly. 
After the 
plants are up so they can bo worked 
among, thin them so that they , will 
stand two feet apart. 
As they grow 
draw the soil to them so that it will 
be even with tho surrounding surface. 
In the late fall cut oft the tops of the 
plants and sprinklo tho surface of 
tho bed with common salt 
Cover the 
bed vdih coarse manure. In tho spring 
remove the straw portion of tho mulcU 
and fork in the fine manure thorough- 
ly. 
The bed will be ready to cut in 
Beason, but not more than one cut* 
ting should be made the first year; 
the plant will be all tho better if this 
rule is observed,—Indianapolis News.
